TO HAVE A HOME 


Site Bought on Lindell Boule- 
vard and Building Will 
Be Erected. 


The St. Louis artists’ Guild, after 
many years of wandering and vicissi- 
tudes, is to have a permanent home of 
its own. Through the efforts of public- 
Spirited citizens, a lot immediately west 
of the building of the Columbian Club 
on Lindell boulevard near Vandeventer 
avenue has been purchased ana placed 
in the hands of trustees. The trustees 
are not permitted to make public theo 
names of the donors. 

The trustees named in 
Tuesday are George 8. Johns, W. XK. 
Bixby and George Julian Zolnay. Mr. 
Zolnay is president of the Ariists’ Guild. 
It is specified in the deed that hig suc- 
cessors in turn Shall succeed him on 
the Board of JVrustees of the property. 
The lot has a frontage of 36 feet 2 
inches wide and an average depth of 
94 feet. The Columbian Club has kind- 
ly given the Guild an option on four 
feet additional if the projected build- 
ing shall require more space, The 
location of the property is excellent, 
having On one side the handsome 
clubhouse and grounds of the Colum- 
bian Club and an open space on the 
Other side. ' 

The building will be designed solely 
for the use of the guild. The main 
portion of it will be the gallery light- 
ed by a lantern on the roof.-The gal- 
lery will be designed for the display 
of pictures, statuary, pottery and 
ovher art work of the members, and 
will be used also as the great living 
room of the arfpists when their Bo- 
hemian dinners’ and gatherings will 
be held. The main. building space 
will be occupied by the gallery, but 
in the front will be a large reception 
room with cloakrooms and other con- 
veniences. There will also be a large 
upstairs room in the front portion. 
The cost of the property will be $12,- 
000. The guild home will be an at- 
tractive and unique structure. 

Architects who are members of the 
guild will compete in submitting plans 
for the building. All of-the interior 
and exterior decoration will be done 
by guild niembers tree of charge. This 
will bring the actual value of the 
structure far above the amount which 
will be expended. 

The guild at present has quarters in 
the Dolph Building on Locust Street. 
It is the successor of the old St. Louis 
Sketch Club, which was formed nearly 
thirty vears ago. In its new building 
the guild will maintain a gallery, where 
the art productions of its members will 
be exhibited.

He said 25 had been employed during 
the past three days, and that 12 more 
were needed.

Says Thief Wouldn’t Take Ar- 
ticles From Women’s 
Wrists or Throat. 


Chief of Detectives Desmond derides 
the suggestion of a thief in St. Louis 
society to account for the disappear- 
ance recently of costly furs and jewels 
at smart functions. He says that the 
idea is manifestly absurd for several 
reasons. 

“if there were a theif among these 
people,’’ Chief Desmond told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday, “he or she 
would try for. bigger game than $360 
brooches or $200 furs. At a function 
such as any one of those where the 
articles In question were missed, much” 
rich jewelry is on display. - Sunbursts 
and tiaras are frequent, and are often 
care lessly worn, i 

‘It is to be presumec that if there. 
were a thief of that station in life he 
would know the value of what was 


being siolen, and would choose the 
costlier articles. 


Fur Probably Stolen. 


“Of the three incidents which have 
given rise to this surmise, there is only 


one which can logically be considered 
a theft. This was the loss of Mrs. 
Bonsack’s pelerine. It is possible—even 
probable—that some person stole that 


fur. 

‘But Mrs. Kilpatrick's bracelet, if 1 
was stolen, was taken from her wrist. 
Do you suppose a thief—even a society 
thief—would be so daring? And Mra. 
Patterson-Brandt's brooch, if it was 
stolen, was taken from her throat. It's 
absurd to say these things were stolen. 
Jewelry is often carelessly worn, and 
it is highly probable that both these 
articles were simply lost. 

“It is possible that after the jewelry 
was lost it was found by some 4dis- 
honest person, who is withholding it 
from the owner. But I don't think it 
tenable to maintain that they were 
stolen in the first place. 

“It doesn't appeal to my sense of rea- 
son that a thief, on the lookout for an 
oportunity to rob, would hang about a 
dressing room where servants are con- 
stantly on guard, waiting for some such 
chance as the extinction of the lights tn 
the lower hall or a similar miracle, or 
that he or she would walk boldly up 
to persons and take bracelets from 
their wrists or brooches from their 
necks. 

“To my mind the fact that three so- 
ciety women have missed valuable 
articles in a short time, each at a fre- 
ception or affair of that kind, is simply 
a coincidence.”

THE BEAUTIFUL WOMAN'S MEALS 


F I were asked in detail to describe a model dietary for health and beauty, 
] writes Dr. W. R. Latson in the January Outing, I should suggest one like 
the following: For breakfast: Cereal with milk or cream, fresh fruit, a 
glass of milk, either with or without a beaten egg. This is rather a heavy meal; 
and, should personal preference or requirements seem to indicate it, I would 
suggest leaving off the egg or the glass of milk or the cereal. In many cases the 
fruit alone is quite sufficient for a wholesome anf body-bullding breakfast. 

For the second meal I would suggest peas or beans, baked potato, salad, 
bread and butter, fruit, a glass of milk or cup of weak tea. As a second choice 
I may mention the following: A small quantity of fresh meat, boiled rice, salad, 
bread and butter, fruit. While allowing meat in small quantities, I am inclined 
to think that it is not one of the foods which conduce to beauty or health. Cer- 
tainly no one who eats much meat can be permanently healthy or beautiful. I 
may mention that I speak quite without prejudice, since I myself am not a 
vegetarian. 

The salad referred to may consist of any of the fresh, green leaves that grow 
in the sunlight—celery, lettuce, chicory, romaine, escarole or water cress. It is 
sometimes a good plan to combine two or more of these leaves. The salad should 
be dressed with a small quantity of olive oil and a few drops of lemon juice. 
The meals should be separated by an interval of at least seven ‘hours. To 
fully digest a meal and prepare for another requires five or six hours, and per- 
haps few habits of civilized life are more destructive than the common practice 
of crowding three meals into 10 hours. It ts, perhaps, unnecessary to warn 
beauty seekers against all kinds of fancy goods, “‘made dishes,” sauces and 
condiments. Sugar, salt and butter may be allowed, but should be taken in 
small quantities. Mustard, pepper, vinegar, Worcestershine, tabasco and the 
many highly flavored relishes so much in vogue at the present time—all these 
are directly destructive of health and therefore of beauty. Condiments seem 
to have an especially destructive effect upon the skin. ,
